Meany Urges Solons

WASHINGTON (AP) - Un­ 
der pressure from business and 
labor, a House committee head­ 
ed today for the first congres­ 
sional vote on one of President 
Nixon’s

The vote was on a resolution 
to veto the President’s $1.3 bil­ 
lion federal pay raise deferral. 
Approval by the House Civil 
Service 
Committee 
appeared 
likely if it could m uster a quo­ 
rum. 
AFL-CIO

Meany called the President’s 
plan “ outrageous” and urged 
every committee m em ber by 
letter to clear the veto resolu­ 
tion for House action. 
The U.S. Chamber of Com­ 
merce urged the committee not 
to jeopardize what it called the 
balance of Nixon’s inflation-hal­ 
ting effort “ by yielding to the 
pressures of special interest.”

The President’s plan would 
postpone a scheduled Jan.

next July. The $1.3-billion sav­ 
ings is the biggest single item 
in the $5-bil!ion federal-spend- 
ing cut side of his emergencv 
economic package. 
Congress has until Oct. 7—30 
days—to veto the plan with pas­ 
sage of a “ resolution of dis­ 
approval” by either the House 
or Senate.

Edith Hits 
Louisiana, 
Texas Coast 


CAMERON, La. (AP) - Hur­ 
ricane Edith’s advance winds 
whipped this virtually deserted 
coastal town today as the storm 
aimed its fury at the lowlands 
of Louisiana’s western coast. 
Nearly all residents of the 
area had fled. But a small crew 
of Civil Defense workers stayed 
on to ride out tiie s orm in a 
boarded up City Hall. 
The main force of Edith was 
aimed at 
Cameron, some 25 
miles east of the Texas line, 
and it was carrying sustained 
winds of 100 miles an hour with 
highest gusts near the center. 
At 8 a.m. the National Hurri­ 
cane Center located the storm 's 
eye at 23.5 west latitude and 
93.5 north longitude—about 25 
miles 
southwest 
of 
Cameron 
moving northeast ai 15 to 18 
miles an hour. 
It was coming ashore at high 
tide, 
with 
water 
levels 
ap­ 
proaching 10 to 12 feet higher 
than normal. A few tornadoes 
were expected along the coast. 
Heavy 
rain 
was tailing 
in 
Cameron, where winds early in 
the day were hitting 80 miles 
an hour. 
Roland 
TrosclaLr, Civil 
De­

Director for 
Cameron 
who was among the officials re­ 
maining, said, ‘ Rain is blowing 
heavy into us, but it is nothing 
alarming yet.” 
Contacted by shortwave ra ­ 
dio, he reported, 
“We’ve got 
some water in the street, may­ 
be ankle deep. Most of that is 
from the 
rain, 
however,

tides.” 
He reported power was out in 
the area and telephone commu­ 
nications no longer working.

ATTICA, N.Y. (AP) - Two 
widely known pathologists have 
begun examining bodies of the 
men who died in the bloody 
clash at Attica state prison as 
controversy 
mounted 
over 
whether 
some 
hostages 
died 
from gunshot wounds or from 
having their throats slit. 
Forty-two persons died in the 
rebellion which ended Monday 
when the prison was stormed 
by about 1.000 heavily armed 
state troopers, sheriff’s depu­ 
ties. prison guards and Nation­ 
al Guard troops. 
The pathologists—Dr. 
Henry 
Siegel of Westchester County 
and Dr. Michael Baden, acting 
chief examiner in New York 
City—were summoned Wednes­ 
day by state officials in hopes 
they could resolve the confusion 
over how the victims died. 
One guard’s burial was post­ 
poned at the last moment after 
a funeral director disputed a 
coroner’s report that the cor­ 
rection officer had been killed 
by gunfire. The coroner’s re­ 
port said seven other hostages 
had 
also died 
from 
gunshot 
wounds. 
The dead included 10 prison 
employes and 32 inmates. 
Scores more were injured in 
the disturbance, which broke 
out last Thursday.

Japanese Push

(AP) — The United States and 
a group of its U.N. allies are 
reported to have reached tenta­ 
tive agreement on a resolution 
revised to give China’s Security 
Council seat to Peking. 
Under pressure from Japan 
and several other governments, 
the Nixon administration was 
understood to have agreed to 
add the Security Council provi­ 
sion to an earlier U.S. draft 
proposing that both Communist 
China and Taiwan sit in the 
United Nations. 
U.S. officials insist that their 
main aim is to keep Nationalist 
China in the world organization 
and that all their tactics are 
designed with this in mind. 
The special treatm ent of the 
im portant 
Security 
Council 
seat—one of the five with veto 
power reserved for m ajor pow­ 
ers has been under discussion 
for several weeks in private 
talks. The tentative agreem ent 
was expected to be formalized 
today at a meeting at the U.S. 
mission. 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers acknowledged in a news 
conference 
Sept. 
3 
that 
the 
United States had found strong 
support for giving the council 
seat to Peking and that the pro­ 
posal was under consideration. 
Diplomatic sources said the 
only thing remaining was to 
formalize the revised resolution 
and submit it to the United Na­ 
tions. The draft was expected 
to be made public today or F ri­ 
day, depending upon how many 
countries were ready to sign 
immediately as sponsors. 
The China debate is sched­

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The Disappearing Shelters 


The world has not yet come to that point in 
time where the “swords” of the nations’ armies 
are being beaten into plowshares, although there 
continues to be talk of it. 
The latest proposal for talks leading to world 
disarmament was made last week by Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko of the Soviet Union in 
a memorandum which he submitted to U.N. 
Secretary General U Thant. 
The Russians suggest a world disarmament 
conference on both nuclear and conventional 
weapons to be attended by all nations. 


EA R L I ER , 
THE 
PEOPLE'S Republic 
of 
China, in rejecting a Soviet proposal for a five- 
power disarmament conference, called for a 
“ conference attended by all countries of the 
world.” 
The United States long has urged 
world 
disarmanent. But instead of a reduction of arms 
in the world, the great powers, and many lesser 
powers continue to augment their arsenals with 
more and better weapons. Foremost in this 
activity, ironically because of its latest disar­ 
mament proposal, is the Soviet Union. 
But although the nations seem unable to reach 
agreement leading to abandonment of their 
weapons of war, the people of the United States 
at least, seem to be converting their personal 
defense units into domestic uses. 
Fallout shelters constructed a decade or more 


ago by individuals and neighborhood groups as 
protection against radioactive fallout from a 
possible nuclear attack are being put to other 
uses throughout the country. 
Some are used during occasional tornado 
alerts. Some for children’s playrooms and some 
as dressing rooms for swimmers where there is a 
backyard swimming pool handy. But most have 
just been abandoned. 
Perhaps the belief that the Soviet Union now 
has so many nuclear missiles pointed at us from 
land and sea that the shelters would not prove 
effective in the event of a massive attack has 
something to do with the abandonment of the 
shelters. 


OR M A Y B E THE B E L I E F that the shifting 
balances of power will actually forestall a 
nuclear war is responsible for the decline in 
interest in the shelters. 
Maybe just the passage of time has lulled 
shelter owners into a sense of security and the 
belief that what they once feared no longer is a 
threat. 
Whatever 
the 
cause 
or 
causes, 
the 
domestication of the fallout shelter is a reality 
and the nearness of Armageddon seems not so 
real to those who constructed them. 
Now if only the nations of the world could get 
together and actually 
reach 
agreement on 
disarmament. 


The End of An Era 


Nikita Khrushchev, the ebullient, flamboyant 
leader of the Soviet Union for more than a 
decade, is dead, and with his passing an era has 
terminated. 
The personification of the Russian proletariat, 
the blustery Khrushchev broke the pattern of 
Soviet dictators and opened an era of contact 
with the West. 
He visited American farm s, took disdainful 
note of our traffic problems, inspected Pitt­ 
sburgh’s giant steel mills and said Russia would 
have bigger ones. 


HE VISITED THE United Nations and long 
will be remembered for his exhibitionism in 
taking off his shoe and pounding the table to 
protest 
the 
proceedings. 
He 
also 
will 
be 
remembered for his threat to “bury” Am erica. 
But the suspicion lingers that he really was much 
impressed with what he saw here in the United 
States. 
He responded warmly to the crowds who cam e 
to see him during his visit and conveyed the 
feeling somehow that he could be dealt with if 
you held the right cards. 
He is credited also with the de-Stalinization 
which stripped the hero mantle from the dead 
Stalin and shook world communism. 


TODAY THE P R E S E N T regime of Soviet 
rulers has turned back toward Stalinism. They 
have not often 
ventured 
forth 
from 
their 
homeland, although President Nixon’s decision 
to go to Red China has perhaps stimulated a 
greater degree of travel consciousness on their 
part. 
Although Nikita Khrushchev was relegated to 


the status of a nonperson by the present rulers, 
much will be written about him in the history 
books. For the Khrushchev era in the history of 
the Soviet Union was a dram atic one, the effect 
of which still is being assessed. 


Further Withdral 


Further evidence to support the position of 
those who argue that the United States is not 
imperialistic is to be found in the abandonment 
of another of its military installations — this one 
in the Philippines. 
For 73 years, ever since the Spaniards were 
defeated by Adm. George Dewey at Manila Bay 
in 1898, the United States has maintained a base 
atSangley Point on the southern rim of the bay. 
The first American toehold in Asia, the base 
grew through the years to become part of a 
m ajor military complex operated by the United 
States in the Philippines. 
But 
now, 
even 
though 
an 
independent 
Philippines granted the United States the right to 
maintain military bases on its soil, the Sangley 
Point base has been turned over to the Philip­ 
pines. 
It would seem that this is another step in the 
withdrawal of the U.S. presence in Asia, a fur­ 
ther lowering of the American profile in ac­ 
cordance with the enunciated policy of President 
Nixon. 
The United States — imperialistic? 


Best way we know to keep friendship is to 
return it. 


State Lotteries

NEW YORK - (NEA) - It 
is all a little too good to be 
true: You can help keep taxes 
lower, improve your 
com­ 
munity’s schools and maybe 
win $1 million all in one tidy 
operation. 
The process is called a state 
lottery. It used to be called 
anathema but now five states 
— 
New 
Hampshire, 
New 
York, 
New 
J e r s e y , 
Con­ 
necticut and Pennsylvania — 
have passed laws creating 
state lotteries and at least one 
more, Massachusetts, has a 
lottery 
bill pending 
in 
its 
legislature. 


ALL THE STATE lotteries 
have to contend with what 
Edward J. Powers, executive 
director of the New Hamp­ 
shire 
Sweepstakes 
Com­ 
mission, calls “ the ridiculous 
and archaic restrictio n s” 
placed on them by federal 
law, which prohibits use of 
the mail to conduct lottery 
business, bars out-of-state 
sales and 
bans radio-TV 
advertising of lotteries. But 
the states that have operating 
lotteries are making money 
nevertheless — New Jersey 
expects to end its first year of 
lottery 
operation 
in 
December with gross sales of 
$125 to $140 million for 12 
months, with at least 30 per 
cent of that going 
to the 
state’s schools. 
Lotteries have existed at 
least since 
the 
days 
of 
Augustus, 
who 
used 
a 
drawing to round up money 
for imperial Roman building 
projects. In Britain, Queen 
Elizabeth I backed a lottery 
in 1569 and by the 17th cen­ 
tury 
lotteries 
had become 
popular in Europe and had 
been transmitted all over the 
world. 


D E S P I T E THE FACTthat 
there is no explicit Biblical 
injunction against gambling, 
however, it always carried a 
certain tint of immorality, 
p a r t i c u l a r l y 
a m o n g 
P rotestan ts, 
who 
looked 
askance at getting something 
for nothing. “ Thou shalt not 
tempt people with lotteries” 
came more and more to be an 
unwritten commandment in 


England, 
which 
b arred 
private lotteries in 1698 and 
didn’t license any public ones 
after 1824, and the United 
S tates, 
where 
none 
was 
licensed after 1893 until the 
renaissance in New Hamp­ 
shire. 
But 
the 
antigambling 
forces, who opposed legalized 
lotteries on moral grounds 
and 
contended 
that 
legalization would do nothing 
to eliminate illicit gambling, 
were fighting a losing battle. 
New 
Hampshire finally 
broke the U.S. lottery barrier 
in 1964. In the intervening 
years, the state has netted $11 
million 
and 
survived 
four 
referenda on the lottery, 
which won the last vote by a 6- 
1 margin. 


N E W 
H A M P S H I R E ' S 
successful example inspired 
interest among other states 
that 
needed 
extra 
money, 
which is most of them. 
In 1967, New York got into 
the game, amidst predictions 
that the state would earn $100 
million 
a 
year 
for 
its 
educational system. Even 
though 
those 
predictions 
proved exaggerated — the 
best year so far brought in 
$32.5 million profit — New 
Y o rk ’s 
experiences 
are 
serving as lessons for other 
states. 
“ I don’tknow that we really 
made that many m istakes,” 
says Ernest Bird, director*of 
the New York lottery since its 
inception. “ With everything 
new you have to have an 
educational process and we 
were learning.” 


N E W YO RK started with 
tickets sold at $2 and $3, 
drawings held once a month 
and little flexibility allowed 
by the state laws that created 
the lottery. The success of 
neighboring New J e rs e y ’s 
lottery, however, has led Bird 
to seek “ a broader based 
market and faster action, 
so 
in January New York will 
begin selling 50-cent tickets 
and begin weekly drawings, 
all coordinated by computer. 
New 
York 
and 
New 
Hampshire studies show the 
average lottery participant is 
30 to 59 years old, makes from 
$7,500 to $15,000 a year and is 


a high school graduate, which 
would counter the anti-lottery 
argument that the poor flock 
to lotteries. 


M O R A L 
C R I T I C I S M of 
lotteries per se also seems to 
have weakened in New York, 
Bird 
says, 
and 
in 
Massachusetts, where 
both 
houses of the state legislature 
have passed a lottery bill by 
sizable margins and are now 
conferring over differences, 
it has ceased to be an issue. 
Rep. William MacLean Jr., 
chairman 
of 
the 
M a s s a c h u s e t t s 
H o u s e 
Government 
Regulations 
Committee, describes the 
situation: 
“ The only argument now is 
who 
will 
control 
the 
ad­ 
ministration of the lottery, 
the 
governor 
or 
the 
legislature, and where 
the 
money will go, real estate or 
education. 
The only moral 
opposition has come from a 
few Bible Belt types.” 
The lotteries have never­ 
theless been scrupulous 
in 
avoiding 
even 
hints 
of 
corruption and as they give 
away prizes ranging up to $1 
million, in maintaining noble 
goals 
for 
their 
profits. 
(Pennsylvania, whose lottery 
is due to begin operation next 
July, will set aside part of its 
profits for helping needy 
older persons.) 


WITH 
F E D E R A L 
LAWS 
barring out-of-state sales of 
lottery tickets, the field is 
open for the 45 states without 
existing operations. But Bird, 
who 
has 
learned 
by 
ex­ 
perience, has some advice for 
state lottery operators: “ You 
have to be careful to struc­ 
ture the lottery according to 
the economic, social and 
geographic conditions of your 
own state and you should not 
create 
such 
a 
tight 
legal 
structure 
that 
the 
lottery 
administration 
can’t 
move 
without 
legislative 
ap­ 
proval.” 
Something else for lottery 
administrators 
to 
keep 
in 
mind, however, is a comment 
made by a New Jersey of­ 
ficial 
who 
preferred 
to 
remain anonymous: 
“ Let’s 
face it, the instinct for greed 
is far more powerful than 
social concern.”

Wage-Price Thaw

WASHINGTON - After 
long conversations with most 
of the President’s brain trust, 
I believe it is time to report 
that Mr. Nixon now has most 
of his options lined up for the 
big thaw in 
his 
after-the- 
freeze folders. And that all 
options are being given equal 
consideration. 
But 
that 
a 
combination of several make 
a big option which is more 
equal than all the others. 
However, before we get to 
technicalities, there is 
one 
conversation labor’s chief of 
m ost 
chiefs, 
the 
newly 
resplendent George Meany, 
he of pink and green shirts, 
bright 
ties 
and 
flashing 
P 
hrases, 
had at noontime, 
hursday, Sept. 2. This was 
not 
too 
long 
after 
the 
economic iceman cometh. 


IT SHOULD BE assumed 
that 
the 
partriarchal 
cur­ 
mudgeon 
can 
get 
into 
as 
expansive a mood privately 
as he is dour and thunderous 
publicly. He was asked about 
The Freeze. 
“ The 
argum ent 
the 
President has used and his 
supporters 
have 
used 
was 
that he couldn’t, in advance, 
say he was going to go into a 
fre e z e ,” asserted Meany. 
“ But, I say, he could have 
said on Aug. 15 that we are 
freezing wages and prices for 
the next 90 days or less and 
we are immediately going to 
call a conference of all in­ 
terested 
parties 
— 
labor, 
business and so on — to try to 
work out some system for 
a short time — a year or so — 
to keep prices 
somewhere 
within range. 
“ If he had done that, the 
AFL-CIO would have had to 
buy that and 
would 
have 
bought it immediately. There 
is 
no 
question 
about 
that 
because of what we are ad­ 
vocating... 
“ If he had just put on a 


wage and price freeze until 
such time as we got into it, he 
would not have had ob­ 
jections, providing he was 
going to call in the interested 
parties and discuss the whole 
question.” 


THUS H E R E A R E TWO 
clues to what will happen. 
The labor movement is ready 
to take some sort of thawing 
freeze for a year. 
And its 
m ost powerful 
leader 
did 
w hat 
com es 
naturally 
to 
him 
after 32 
years 
in 
Washington 
— 
demanded that labor publicly 
participate in governmental 
decision-making. 
Here, then, is the key to the 
sudden summoning of labor, 
m an agem en t 
and 
other 
“ special interest groups” 
(which 
is 
a 
White 
House 
special interest department). 
Mr. Nixon, knowing well that 
he could 
go 
two routes, 
clobber labor or “ consult” 
and thus get it to withhold 
industrial upheaval with a 
series of strikes, decided to 
put the show on the road. 
And it did show with a 
grand 
opening 
before 
the 
press 
and 
c a m e r a s 
last 
Friday morning. First labor’s 
most powerful leaders, the 
T e a m s t e r s ’ 
F r a n k 
(Fitz) 
Fitzsimmons and the Auto 
Workers’ Leonard Woodcock 
met early with Meany in his 
big office across the square 
from 
the White House. 
It 
wasn’t all unanimous. Fitz 
said he’d do his best to go 
along with the President so 
long as there was eventual 
equity for labor. 
Then in a group they drove 
the few streets to the White 
House. At 10:20 a.m. they 
walked 
into 
the 
Cabinet 
Room, 
sat 
around 
the 
President at an oval table. No 
corners. 
At 
the 
beginning 
there was just the slightest 
awkwardness. But only for a 
moment. Then 
the tension

disappeared. It went mostly 
first-name all the way after 
the literate, alw ays self- 
effacing Secretary of Labor 
Jim Hodgson opened the 
historic gathering.

Lots of laughs soon over some 
weird 
results 
of 
freeze 
inequities. Meany did most of 
the 
speaking. 
P resid en t 
Nixon did most of the heavy 
listening. 
Others spoke. Then 
they 
left to make way for a colonel 
being raised to general — and 
the head of Rotary. 
Many 
of 
us 
would 
be 
startled if Mr. Nixon did not 
have it all firmly in mind 
even as he listened to Meany 
say flatly labor wanted an 
“ independent” 
— 
rep eat 
“ independent” 
— 
wage 
review board with absolutely 
no government restraints. 
And the best summation of 
the brain trust is — now that 
Mr. Nixon has been providing 
all the consultation Meany 
suggested — is the following. 


ABOUT OCT. 15,Mr. Nixon 
will hit the airwaves 
and 
announce a system of early 
warning alerts on wage-price 
increase demands. This he 
will couple with the creation 
of an “ independent” wage- 
price (in separate sections) 
tripartite or review 
board 
much like the current Con- 
s t r u c t i o n 
I n d u s t r y 
Stabilization Committee and 
sm aller 
boards 
covering 
various building industries. 
This board meets weekly to 
review 
and 
approve 
or 
disapprove requests of some 
20 to 30 union contracts. Such 
a 
stru ctu re 
tied 
to 
the 
N ational 
Com m ission 
on 
Productivity which will urge 
p ro d u c tiv ity 
c o lle c tiv e 
bargaining or — in effect, be 
an incentive system. 
In turn, where there are 
breakdowns (and Meany says 
labor can handle its own) 
these can be passed further 
up to the Labor Secretary 
and, in the final stage, to the 
White House itself. Meaning 
the 
P resid en t 
or 
a 
P resid en tial 
board. 
The 
President has full power to 
crack 
down 
anytim e 
he 
w ishes under 
the 
recon ­ 
firm ed , 
absolute 
pow er, 
Econom ic Stabilization Act of 
1971, 
granted 
him 
by 
a 
Democratic Congress. 
It will all be neatly cap­ 
suled. It will be what the 
President wants — no actual 
freeze, voluntarism* at the 
bottom, jawboning in 
bet­ 
ween, and tough power atop. 
If labor can handle its own, so 
be it. If not, there will be 
restrictio n s. 
F o r 
about 
another nine months. 
And 
everyday 
w ill 
be 
unhappily content 


we nevertheless only dimly 
perceive the gravity of our 
peril.

Indeed, 
adds Meadows, 
long before we reach the next 
population doubling point, we 
will have learned that “ more 
people 
implies 
a 
lower 
standard of living.” 
Forrester himself suggests 
that, though there is a wide­ 
spread feeling of malaise in 
this country 
and 
abroad 
today, we may actually be 
living in a golden age — with 
a quality of life higher than 
we have ever 
known 
and 
higher than we are likely to 
enjoy in the future. 
Meadows underscores the 
dark prospect with assertions 
that the hundreds of millions 
in the developing countries 
will never reach the economic 
standards of the developed 
lands, and that the likelier 
thing is the decline of western 
nations’ standards toward the 
lower levels of the others.

Dear Dr. Lamb — My hus­ 
band is losing his hair. He has 
a constant itch and has tried 
all kinds of shampoos for dan­ 
druff. He has gone to a derma­ 
tologist 
and 
gotten 
treat­ 
ment and the 
doctors 
said 
he 
had 
no 
skin or scalp 
d i s o r d e r . 
Doctor, what 
can be caus­ 
ing this? He 
is a very ner­ 
vous 
person 
and he is the 
type that his nr. l. b. Lamb 
body needs hair on the head 
or nothing matters. 
In other 
words, he has a phobia against 
losing his hair. His father and 
family all have their hair. He 
has had a complete checkup. 
Heart, blood and bowels are 
O K. Do you know what is caus­ 
ing his problem? 
Dear Reader — No, I don’t. 
There are many reasons for 
loss of hair. A common cause, 
though, is excessive treatment. 
This includes too many sham­ 
poos and dandruff treatments. 
There is no shampoo that pre­ 
vents baldness — regardless of 
what 
exaggerated advertising 
claims you may have read. 
Some people think that bald­ 
ness is associated with virility. 
You might make your husband 
feel better by telling him that. 
It is, of course, true that men 
are more apt to be bald than 
women. Aristotle, who was bald 
himself, noted that castrated 
men did not get bald. (I sus 
pect this is not a totally correct 
observation.) 
A scalp can get itchy from 
being dry from too many sham­ 
poos. Every once in awhile 
medicine (and this is especial 
ly true of the skin and hair) the 
best thing to do is leave wel* 
enough alone. Tell your hu 
band not to scratch his head 
not to overcomb it, and wash 


it once a week or less with a 
very mild shampoo. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — A b o u t 
five months ago, I underwent 
rectal surgery for the incision 
and drainage of an ischio - rec 
tal abscess. 
The 
proctologist 
also performed a filstulectomy 
as a result of this condition 
What causes this infection and 
how might I prevent a future 
recurrence? 
Might this 
dis 
ease be a form of cancer and 
how serious a disease can or 
might it be? 
Dear Reader — There is a 
pocket on each side of the rec­ 
tum just underneath the skin, 
filled with fat tissue. The blood 
supply there is limited. Just as 
an abscess can form elsewhere 
in the body under the skin, one 
can also develop there. The in­ 
fection is not so obvious, how­ 
ever. As the abscess enlarges, 
it eventually ruptures through 
the skin and drains or it may 
erode through the rectal wall 
and drain into the rectum, cau­ 
sing a fistula. Like any other 
abscess, the proper treatment 
is to open it and drain the in­ 
fection. If a fistula has formed 
from the abscess, that has to 
be repaired, too. 
An ischio-rectal abscess is 
more likely to occur in middle- 
aged or older people or those 
who are debilitated. Sometimes 
they follow injury, like a kick. 
They are not related to cancer 
in any way.

He’s been rec­ 
ycling the same piece of wood 
for nearly 20 years. 
This slab of 3-ply that has led 
such a long and active life was 
originally purchased to make a 
train board for our son. It was 
painted 
green 
to 
represent 
grass 
along 
the right-of-way 
and 
the 
tracks 
were 
per­ 
manently installed on it. When 
not occupying the choicest area 
of the living room it could be 
put out of the way against a 
wall. 
But as it must to all, age 
crept up on our youthful engi­ 
neer and streamlined girls be­ 
gan to interest him more than 
streamlined trains. That was 
the Christmas the train board 
metamorphized into the back 
panel of a fake fireplace my 
husband built and covered with 
brick-patterned crepe paper. 
It served thus for two years, 
but by that time our young 
daughter had acquired a large 
family of small dolls that were 
m need of shelter. So the fire­ 
place was dismantled and the 
slab of wood was sawed up to 
he used in part for a dollhouse. 
The remaining pieces did not 
go to waste. Some were in­ 
corporated into hanging book­ 
shelves 
for 
our 
daughter’s 
room, the old green paint cov­ 
ered with pink to match her 
walls. As she grew older she 
acquired encyclopedias, records 
and schoolbooks, all of which 
were stashed away on these 
shelves. Eventually this weigh­ 
ty collection proved too much 
and one night the whole thing 
came 
crashing 
down,bringing 
significant chunks of walls with 
it. 
The family carpenter then de­ 
cided 
to 
try

proach, so this time he used the 
faithful boards to create a free­ 
standing 
bookcase. 
But 
the 
room, its wall having hen re­ 
stored to smoothness, had been 
repainted 
turquoise, 
so 
the 
bookcase too had to have a 
couple of new coats in that col­ 
or. 
Meanwhile, back at the ga­ 
rage, a number of odds and 
ends from the old train board 
were not being utilized, a situ­ 
ation abhorent to my thrifty 
mate. He thereupon decided to 
build from them a shadow box 
to set off a city scene done with 
fluorescent paint. 
He built a sort of trough at 
the bottom to house a black 
light. Then he pricked numer­ 
ous holes in the picture itself 
and behind it he created an 
electrical marvel incorporating 
a network of cords and vari­ 
colored Christmas tree lights. 
These blink off and on, creating 
an illusion of twinkling stars and 
flickering lights when the pic­ 
ture is viewed from the front. 
He is so intrigued by this lat­ 
est Rube Goldberg project that 
this particular part of the old 
train board may never be recy­ 
cled.

Nursing Homes Get 


Welfare Checks Lafe 


COLUMBUS,

Nursing 
homes 
will 
receive 
their September checks from 
the Welfare Department about 
a week late. 
In months ahead, payments 
will 
be arriving 
about two 
weeks later than they have in 
the past, State Welfare Director 
John Hansan said Wednesday. 
Hansan told the third annual 
institute of Ohio County Com­ 
missioners and County Welfare 
Directors the September pay­ 
ment, totaling $6.1 million, is 
being delayed because of a lack 
of funds. 
He said nursing home appro­ 
priations were not included in 
two interim budgets passed by 
the General Assembly earlier 
this month, and the department 
must wait until another appro­ 
priation measure is passed be­ 
fore checks can be written. 
The one-week delay will help 
nursing homes ajust to the de­ 
partment’s new policy of dis­ 
continuing a two-week advance 
payment, Hansan said.

Space Shuttle 
Being Planned 


NASA to Award 
Contract in October

SEATTLE (AP) - A rocket 
as big as a 747 jumbo jet, car 
rving a smaller rocket the size 
of a 707 jet on its back, could 
be blasting into space and re­ 
turning to earth to be launched 
again 
within 
the 
next 
few 
years. 
The nation’s major aerospace 
firms are now preparing final 
proposals for a reusable space 
shuttle that could cut the costs 
of the nation’s space program 
drastically. At present, each 
Saturn 5 rocket launch costs 
roughly $200 million and leaves 
very little that can be used 
again. 
The space shuttle design calls 
for two separate vehicles—a 
booster and an orbital unit 
that will be launched vertically 
into space while hooked togeth­ 
er. At a height of about 40 
miles they will separate and re­ 
turn to earth to land in the 
manner of conventional jet air­ 
craft. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space 
Administration 
could 
award the final contract for de­ 
sign and development anytime 
after October, when the current 
phase of development funding 
expires. 
NASA plans call for the first 
horizontal flight test in 1976 or 
1977 and for the first manned 
shuttle flight in 1978. 
Boeing is teamed with the 
Grumann Corp. in competition 
for the final contract award. 
Although Boeing isn’t pre 
dieting it will win, the Seattle 
firm developed the Saturn 
rocket. Boeing later redesigned 
the rocket, adding wings and 
jet engines that would permit 
the four-man crew to land the 
booster stage on a 10,000-foot 
conventional airport runway on 
its return from space. 
While 
Boeing 
was 
con­ 
centrating on the booster stage, 
Grumann worked on the orbital 
stage. 
The booster would blast info 
space carrying on its back the 
manned orbital unit containing 
60-by-15-foot-diameter cargo 
compartment capable of carry­ 
ing a 40,000 pound payload 
After separation, the booster 
would return to earth imme­ 
diately while the orbital unit re­ 
mained in space to launch or 
repair satellites or do other 
work and then return and land 
on its own up to seven days lat­ 
er. The orbiter will be able to 
carry a two-man crew and up 
to IO passengers.
